Granted that such is the case. Th's 
milk is of necessity exposed before 
it 1s used. Does the. fact that it has 
been pasteurized render it less sus- 
ceptible to germ infection when ex- 
posed? If not, then pasteurized milk 
may and possibly does contain as 
many disease’ germs as raw nélk. 
“But,” you say, “we must be. guard- 
ed by expert advice.” Expert advice 
is sometimes void of common sense. 
Why is buttermilk so highly recom- 
mended and said to contain such 
health giving properties? Good au- 
thorities cell us that it ‘s germ in- 
fected to a far greater extent than 
raw milk! % 

It has been intimated that our 
city council may pass a by-law re- 
quiring all our milk vendors to sell 
pasteurized milk. While I do not feel 
qualified to offer any advice on a 
mater of such enormous proport’ons 
yet I would suggest that they go a 
Uttle slow in this matter and give 
the question due and careful -con- 
sideration, carefully considering it 
fzom every conceivable angle, as a 
by-law of this nature might raise 
questions seeminy e from yet, 
very closely connected with the ques- 
t’on under fiscussion, Would all the 
cream consumed in Belleville be pas- 
teurized? Would all the dairy butter 
sold here be the product of pasteur- 
ized cream? Eggs are sold here that 
a:e produced by flocks of hens that 
are fed a certain proportion of skim 
milk and bivter-milk. Would this 
milk be pasteurized? What abcut the 
milk fed veal that gets its milk from 
the cow in nature's own way?

Winnipeg, Man. March 11—An 
amendment to the Liquor Control 
act which would benefit growers of 
barjey in this province is being 
sought by J. W. Pratt.

|in old European cities must be freed 
ifrom all unnecessary encumbrances, 
it ts not surprising to find the ques- { 
tion seriously debated,” says the! 
Christian Science Monitor. | 

“Unxind things have beei said | 
about London statues by several} 
English crities, but till now the prob- | 
lem has been discussed only from | 
the aesthetic point of view. The} 
position seems, alas! to be somewhat | 
different now. London's statues have | 
become the subject of discussion in 
the popular press. And a suggesticn 
has been made in a quarter that! 
prides itself on its common sense} 
that it Is high time ta remove Lon-/} 
don statues from the streets and 
dump them in some piace where 
traffic does not intrude. | 

“It may be doubted, however, whe- | 
ther this bold proposal will ever be | 
carried out in its entirety. To have | 
London's numerous monuments 
dumped, as a London cartoonist sug- 
gests, in Hyde Park would be. fair 
neittier to the statues nor to the 
public. For exaggerated as some of 
the critic'sms of London's statues 
have n6é doubt been, a large number 
of them probably would not stand 
leisurely scrutiny. 5 

“Yet there is no denying that the 
Modern streets are no longer the 
Proper places for statues. In Lon- 
don as in any other large city in 
Europe and America, statues, it must 
be assumed, will be erected only in 
diminishing numbers on the public 
highways. In parks, in specially 
constructed inclisures well out of the 
way of traffic, inside sublic buildings 
or even in museums, statues wi!l no 
coubt find a place more worthy of 
their makers than the street has 
now become. Such a change can- 
not buf redound to a better apprec- 
lation of sculpture.”

The law should b2 
lobes-d, not simply because it is the 
beak but because it is in the interest 
ef the new baby that we have a birth 
certificate. r 

* Pallure to register the child's birth 
may cause him considerable inconven 
‘ince later on. ‘The child may, in 
future years, require his birth certi!- 
icate for any of the {cllowing reasons: 

Proof that he was born in Canada 
that he has a right to a passport, as 
\n Cansdian citizen for travelling out 
side the’ country. 

Proof of age 2s a right to enter and 
ito leave school, as evidence that he 
is ald enough to go to work, or to 
have the right to vote, to prove his 
age for marriage, or for enlistment 
in the army. Most insurance com- 
panties require proof of age before 
claims can be settled. 

To establish identity, to prove thet 
he fs the son of his parents and thut 
as such, he has the right to inherit.

as proof of age before securing a 
motor vehicle driver’s licence, to ¢s- 
tablish eligibility for old ag pensions.

At the close of the convention of 
the United Farmers of Canada (Sas- 
katchewan section) at the end of 
this month, positions of the prairie 
organizations, will have been delin- 
eaged, Annual meeting of |nited 
Farmers of Alberta was held in Janu 
ary, while United Parme;s of Mani- 
toba convened last Novemter. ~~ 

Surprising increase of 4,500 mem- 
bers shown by the Alberta unit off- 
sets a 500-member drop listed for 
Manitoba and a 1,000-member slide 
expected in the Saskatchewan con- 
vention figures. The foothills prov- 
ince now has 18,105 farmers on the 
roils of {ts organization. Of these. 
7,145 pay on wheat-pool “assign- 
ments," or out of the pool's second 
payment, which has not eventualized.

Ottawa, March 26—When Real 
Grosleau, fishing from the Quebec

Arelal Mapping in Canada 





During the year 1930, 54,100 square 
miles were pho! phed by the Roy- 
al Canadian Air Force in connection 
with the mapping of Canada by the 
Topographical Survey, Department of 
the Interior. Of this area 21,300 
square miles were photographed for 
vertical, and 32,800 square miles for 
oblique pictures. With the exception 
of Prince Edward Island all the prov- 
inces of the Dominion and the North 
west Territories are represented in 
this work for the year.

Saskatoon, Sask., March 25—Crea- 
tion of garden “citles” in Saskatch- 
ewan to check the annual trek of 
farm folk “into the citles and pro- 
yide relief from the heavy winter s¢- 
Uef disbursements was thé panacea 
offered here recently at a meeting 
of leading clvic bodles sponsored by 
Mayor J. W: Halr. The proposal wil 
be submitted to Premier J. T. M. 
Anderson for consideration by his 
government, = 

As outlined by the mayor the 

scheme provides for the laying out 
of four Sections of land, and the 
placing of 500 families on plots of 
40 acres each. The government would 
be asked to contribute financial sup- 
port to the extent. of $600 for each 
family. This would be in the form 
of a‘loan, to be paid back over a 
* | specificd period. 
In the opinion of the mayor tht

established. “In 1924 there was an 
improvement in the sa’ bank sys 
tem, an increase in lemnity for 
registered articles and introduction 
of % cent and one and a half cent 
business reply cards.” 

In regard to air mail service, Mfr. 
Truaisch pointed out that it had been 
greatly expanded and is now playing 
an important part in speeding the 
conveyance of mail not only between 
the large centres but in the more re- 
mote districts of the Dominion. 

“The per capita use of the Canad- 
fan Postal system is noteworthy, In 
the first year of Confederation when 
for every letter posted five cents was 
exacted, the average expenditure for 
each member of the population was 
Tal less than twenty-seven cents, 
wl in 1929 with a two cent letter 
rate, the postal expenditure per 
capita was $3.87. With the growing 
influence of the post office in busi- 
ness and social Ufe of the people, it 
is expected that this figure will in- 
crease largely during the succeed- 
ing years,” he said. 

He spoke of the care taken by the 
post office to co-operate with the 
business man in “mailing lists” and 
the distribution of circulars. The 
rates extended to business men for 
this service are exceedingly low. 

He dealt bricfly with the postal 
service in Belleville and made par- 
ticular reference to a new electric 
stamping machine which has greatly 
facilitated the work at the local 
branch, He also mentioned the rural 
mail system and said that even many 
rural subscribers receive -their mail 
in advance of the city dwellers. The 
cartier system which was inaugurat- 
ed in Belleville in 1913 was a step 
which meant that the work of sort- 
ing for the hundreds of individual 
boxes was eliminated. 

The speaker was introduced by Y's 
Man Art Rogers who ts a member ¢. 
the postal staff, while in a few ap 
propriate words,’Carson Stratton ex- 
tended the thanks of the members 
to Postmaster Truaisch for his splen- 
did address, It was announced that 
the annual dance will be held on 
April 8th, while the play will be held 
at the Collegiate on April 14th.
